Consul FD Fisher, ina report froay 
Harbin, states that on account af ne) rainl 
coreal craps in Manchuria are very bad] 
injured, wheat being oxtimated nt a 
ter crop, and that the price is rapidly 
advancing. He adds : 

The usual season for rains, upon which 
the farmers in north Manchuria depend for 
the growing of their craps, cumprises the 
months of May and June. — This year these

reported to be a total failure. The bean 
crop will probably not yield over 20 per 
cent. of tho uverage, and the estimates of 
the ‘kinoliang” and small millet crops 
place the yield at not more than 60 
per cent, of their averages, even should 
rains immediately follow. As there are 
reported to be considerable quantities of

CHINESE LABOUR IN JAPAN. 


An Important Point. 

Tho lates’ development of the Chinese 
labour question in Japan, says the ‘Japan 
Chronicle," wherehy a number of Chinese 
employed hy Messrs. ©. Niokel & Co. nt 
their yard at Trkahama, near Kobe, have 
been ordered to be deported, raisoy an 
interesting and important point. 

On inquiry at Mosars, Niekel’s oflices it 
was learned that the 14 Chinese in question 
dro not coollos, nor even ordinary lal ourers, 
but are skilled workmen, engine-builders 
and fitters, earning Y.50 ench por day 
without overtime, Their lobour is more 
expensive than Japanese, but is more reli- 
able and thorongh, and they aro regurded 
‘ax altogether hetter workmen. Soon after 
the Chines had started work at the Tuka- 
hama yard, Messrs, Nickel were infurmed 
by the police that the importation of 


provisions of Imperial Ordinance No, 352 
of 1889, and that tho Chinese must 
be sent bick to China, — Messra. 
Nickel and Co. appealed te Governor 
Hattori, whe referred then to Mr 
Uchimura, the Chief of Police. Soveral } 
interviews tock place botweon this official , 
and represntatives of the firm, hut no 
settlement could be arrived at other than 
the deportation of the Chinese. The 
nuthorities were asked if the Vhinese could 
remain if arrangements wore ‘mado for 
thom to live in Kobe, ond travel up and 
down the line to work every day, but the 
reply waa in the negative.

Accordingly when 
the Band played tho air im question 
Awmoricans, Britons atid Gernians sang the 
words of their own anthems, It waa 
undoubtedly u happy inspiration on Mr 
Morse’s part and fitted in well with the 
spirit of the occasion. Wo aro inclined 
to think, however, thot the ‘adoption 
of the old Hanoverian air by yat 
another nationality, ‘while simplifymg 
the work of handmasters, is apt to 
lead to confusion, and wo would strong- 
ly urga the Chinese nation to set their 
nationn] hymna to an original tune for fear 
of causing friction among the Poking 
Legations, An Internntional anthom or 
Song of Universal Brothothood is obviously 
needed ond should be adopted—with 
Esperuto, in which bmguage it would 
naturally be written. Meanwhile this 
Settlonent, might profit by Mr Morse's 
suggestion and insist thit the National 
anthem common te Britons, Americans 
and Gerrans should be played at the close 


of ail theatrical performances and public 
functions.

THE VANCOUVER RIOTS. 


American exchanges contain accounts of 
the riots at Vancouver, A telegram dated 
September 9 says :— 

Following a riot early Saturday evening 
in Vancouver, in which Chinatown and the 
Japanese quarters were raided and damage 
done approximating $15,000, « further 
demonstration occurred later in which 
Kichi Yiro Ishii, chief of the bureau of 
foreign commerce and head of the Japanese 
consul service and Consul Saburo Hisa- 
midzu of Seattle wers the central figures 
and in which riot # nmber of people were 
bruised and injured by broken bottles and 
flying brickbats in the hands of » frenzied 
mob. Baron Ishii and Consul Hisamidza 
finally mado their oscape through the mob 
aud tho affair was immodintely cabled to 
Tokyo, 

Coincident with the riot was the arrival 
of steamship hiving on board ot, least 
500 Japanese. With a common impulso 
the mol surged to the water front, and, 
as soon the Japanesa came down the gang 
plank, they wore met by the rioters, Seven 
or eight of the Japinose wero wiceremo- 
niously picked up and thrown into the 
Burrard inlet, 

Still further rioting occurred when a 
erowd of about 4,00) Inbourors started on 
the warpath but wore finally quelled by 
the policy after nbont twenty urrests hid 
been made. Last night Chinntown was 
roped off and the quartors of the arientals 
guarded by the police. ? 

Baron Ishii gave out an interview, in 
which he stated that he had cabled to Am- 
baysator Kaneko at London, apprising him 
of tho stirring events here.
